In these 
days ‘nations cannot themselves 
determine a status of neutrality, 
as Denmark, Norway and Belgium 
can testify. In two great wars the 
European powers involved need- 
ed a. neutral Switzerland, and 
this fact, plus the knowledge the 
Swiss resist attack, enabled 
them to avoid war. 

Swiss history begins in 1291, 
and save for occupation during 
the French Revolution and by 


Napoleon during his conquests, 
has been free from foreign domi- 
nation. The Swiss are magnifi- 
cent people and have made, a 
very real contribution to our 
civilization. 

But, in digging into the happy 
history of the mountain Repub- 
lic, one is struck with two facts. 
One is that our own revolution 
had a tremendous influence on 
them. as it did.on all peoples of, 
the then civilized world. The 
Swiss had a brief civil war in 
1847, based on a demand for 
constitutional reform, and their 
document as finally written drew

We are, along with the Swiss, 
perhaps the most politically con- 
-servative people on this violent 
old globe. Se 

Our political history is, in com- 
parison, relatively ancient, if our 
culture is still fermenting and 
bubbling.

Germany, for al] her days, has a 
- national history from 1867. Italy 
became a nation in 1861 after her 
Jong struggle for unity obtained 
‘the aid of France. The Republic 
of the United Netherlands dates 
onlv from 1830, and it has under- 
gone profound change. 

Our form of government, our 
constitutional processes, are the 
oldest in the world—a somewhat 
startling fact. During our life- 
time. almost within the last 35 
years, we have seen the govern- 
ments of almost all the nations 
of Europe and Asia abolished or 
radically altered by revolution, 
war, or by electoral processes 
within the country itself—as with 
Britain and her Socialist govern- 
ment. 

Our own constitutional system 
has been modified, although not 
drastically so. By the growth of 
our population and the huge in- 
crease of our industrial cities, 
federal power has been inevita- 
bly increased at the expense of 
the States. But our system re- 
mains the same and our processes 
are unaltered. Our Declaration 
of Independence and our Consti- 
tution anticipated change and 
their provisions have been re- 
silient enough to allow it. 

We wish the Swiss well and, 
as one who has long benefited 
the Swiss economy by purchases 
of cheese, a watch or so, and a

A check of the pay roll of the State of Georgia reveals 
i that Acting Governor Melvin Thompson has placed many 
Legislators on State jobs at enormous salaries, particu- 
ilarly, it seems, where the Senator or Representative is 
| said to be “CLOSE TO ED”, 

4 These distinguished gentlemen have been named toe 
| “jobs” with somewhat innocuous titles, such as “Investi- 
xator—Liquor Division”, “Deputy Director’, “Inspector”, 
| “Aide” etc., while several others, reputed to be “closest 
to Ed” have been appointed to the highest posts possible 
‘lin the State government. 

| Article III, Section 4, Paragraph VI of the Constitution 

of Georgia reads as follows: ‘ 

“Eligibility; appointments forbidden.—Ne persen 
holding a military commission, or other appointment, 
or office, having any emolument, or compensation an- 
nexed thereto, under this State or the United Sates, or 
either of the 
of the militia, nor any defaulter for public money or 
for any legal taxes required of him shall have a seat 
in either house; nor shall any Senator. or Representa- 
tive, after his qualification as such, be elected by the 
General Assembly, or appointed by the Governor, either 
with or without the advice or consent of the Semate, to 
any office or appointment having any emeolument aa- 
nexed thereto, during the time for which he shall have 
been elected, unless he shall first resign hie seat, pre 
vided, however, that during the term fer which he was 
elected no Senator or Representative shall be appointed 
te any civil office which has been created during euch 
term.”

_the purse strings of the state government. 
Department heads seeking greater appro- 
_priations, or other legislative favors, can 


cept Justices of the Peace and officers — 


obtain no more effective a lobbyist than a 
member of the General Assembly. The 
legislator becomes not a representative of 
the people but instead a representative 
of the department which pays him his sal- 


ary. It is an iniquitous practice which 
surely drags down the state government 
to back-scratching politics. 


That Mr. Talmadge’s charges were ef- 
fective is evidenced by the fact that Act- 
ing Governor Thompson forthwith pro- 
ceeded to cause the dismissal of a number 
of legislators on the state payroll. 


Now that unwholesome situation again 
is developing in the state government. 
The people anxiously want to know wheth- 
er Governor Talmadge feels the same way 
he did in 1947. 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook has ruled 
legislators are eligible for state jobs which 
were not directly created by state law. 
Mr. Cook’s ruling came in the case of Sen. 
Perry L. Pittman of Nashville, who has 
been named a field agent for the sales tax 
unit of the State Revenue Department. 


Rep. A. N. Durden of Dougherty Coun- 
ty, an attorney, says the Sales Tax Act 
specifically prohibits any legislator from 
holding a Revenue Department post. More- 
over, the sales tax unit, like the rest of 
the Revenue Department, is covered by 


the State Merit System. Rules and regula- . 


tions of the system, which have the effect 
of law, forbid any state employe from hold- 
ing a public office or engaging in politics. 

Senator Pittman is not the only legis- 
lator on the state payrolls under the Tal- 
madge administration. Rep. Lawton Ursrey 
of Hazlehurst is employed by the Agri- 
culture Department. And Rep. Byron 
Mangum of Columbia County is an engi- 
neer with the Highway Department. Be- 
cause of his 25 years’ experience, the fact 
he was employed by the Highway Depart- 
ment long before he became a legislator 
and was adjudged indispensable to the de- 
partment, an exception to Merit System 
rules was made in Representative Man- 
gum’s case. It may be that Representative 
Mangum is essential to the Highway De- 
partment. 


There are other members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly holding state jobs whose 
employment has not yet been made public. 

Whether or not the present general law 
applies only to legislators directly ap- 
pointed to state jobs by the governor, as 
some claim, there is no doubt that the spirit 
of the law and the state constitution 
is being violated. 


If it were wicked for legislators to be 
employed by the state in 1947, is it not just 
as evil-and outrageous in 1951? We are 
sure these legislators are all excellent men, 
and assuredly this is not an attack on them. 
There is a principle involved. We cannot 
attack the national government for acts 
somewhat related to these, and ignore 
these locally.

The Taft Camp 
Is Disturbed 
WASHINGTON—Friends of Sen. Robert A. 
Taft are beginning to show some concern over 
the possibility that Gen. Dwight Eisenhower may 
emerge as a real contender for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

The thing that worries them is the consistency of the presi- 
dential polls, plus the fact that a powerful group of party leaders, 
headed by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York, are out openly 
to throw the nomination to General Ike, if he is willing to lend 
himself to the project. 

All of the advance polls tell the same story. Eisenhower is a 
heavy favorite for the GOP nomination over Taft. For that matter, 
he appears to be an even heavier favorite among Democrats, who 
put him far ahead of President Truman or any one else suggested 
for the party prize. 

The Taft people see in the Eisenhower boom a threat of history 
repeating itself. In 1940 when the Ohio senator made his first bid 
for the party nomination he was cheated out of the prize by the 


rising fortunes of a political dark horse—Wendell Willkie. Gen- 
eral Ike may emerge as a similar dark horse next year. 


As things stand today, Senator Taft appears 
In the Lead to be far in the lead of any competitor for the 
Republican nomination. Since Governor Dewey eliminated him- 
self, after two defeats, there is no rival in the field with a status 
much beyond that of a favorite-son contender. The prestige he 
gained by winning re-election overwhelmingly in Ohio last year 
has tended to put him out in front. 


But even with the lead he is acknowledged to have at this 
stage of things, Taft is still somewhat short of a convention major- 
ity. He could well be defeated if some man with the popularity of 
General Eisenhower should make himself available as the-rallying 
point of the opposition. Otherwise the nomination promises to go 
to him by default. 

In addition to Governor Dewey, the Taft opposition counts some 
resourceful men. Sen. James Duff of Pennsylvania is one. Another 
is-fermer Gov. Harold Stassen of Minnesota. Gov. Earl Warren 
of California is still another. Between them they will control a 
sizable block of delegates. If Eisenhower permits this strength to 
be thrown behind him, it might easily snowball into a majority 
and the nomination. 


nxi As time goes on, the Taft leaders are beginning to see 
A — this more and more. It explains the anxiety that is 
being shown in the Ohio senator’s camp. 


We had a sample of this the other day. Sen. Owen Brewster 
of Maine, one of the Taft stalwarts, returned from a trip to Europe 
touting General Ike as the indispensable man—for Europe. He was 
emphasizing the importance of the general’s present mission and 
how it would command his presence in Europe for a long time—far 
beyond the period of the next presidential campaign. 


It was easy to see what Brewster was up to. He wanted to 
keep Eisenhower in Europe tied down with his present job in such 
a way that it would be impossible for him to become involved in 
presidential politics. 


JOSEPH AND STEWART ALSOP 


Joe Stalin And Mao I 


WASHINGTON—There is, for the first time, solid evidence of 
serious trouble between the Soviet Union and Communist China. 
The most recent sign of trouble occurred when the 18 slogans 
approved by the Chinese Politburo for the Chinese Army Day on 
Aug. 1 omitted all mention of Joseph Stalin. 


This omission is universally interpreted by the experts as an 
open snub by the Chinese Communists to the Soviet dictator and 
thus to the Soviet Union. But even before this matter of the 
slogans, there was extraordinarily significant evidence of possible 
discord between the Russian and Chinese Communists. 


This took the form of seven long articles by leading Chinese 
Communist Party functionaries, published in July on the occasion 
of the party’s 30th anniversary, and forwarded very recently to 
the State Department by the American Consulate General in Hong 
Kong. These documents point directly to a number of conclusions, 
of which “the most important may be summed up as follows: 

Mao Tse-tung, Chinese Communist leader, con- 
An Equal siders Communist China an ally of the Soviet 
Union, but an independent and coequal ally. Moreover, far from 
contenting himself with the role of a mere satellite leader, Mao 
Tse-tung considers himself the equal, and in an ideological sense 
the superior, of Joseph Stalin. The possibilities of trouble with 
the Soviet Union in this independent stand of the Chinese Com- 
munist leader are very obvious. 

Here are items of evidence which lend to this conclusion: 


First, of these seven official articles, four make no mention of 
Stalin’s name whatsoever. This in itself is enough to prove that 
Mao Tse-tung’s China is no wholly controlled satellite. 


Second, the deification of Mao Tse-tung has been substituted 
in China for the deification of Joseph Stalin. In an article by the 
vice-chairman of the political department, in which Stalin’s name 
is never used, Mao’s name is used 47 times, always with the same 
breathless adulation that surrounds Stalin’s name in the Soviet 
Union or the European satellites. 

Third, all credit for the Chinese revolution is given to Mao 
and the Chinese Communist Party—throughout the thousands of 
words of text, there is just one formal and wholly parenthetical 
bow to the contribution of the Stalinist regime. For example, Chu 
Teh, Army commander in chief and one of the original Big Three 
of Chinese Communism, writes a history of the victorious Chinese 
revolution in which Stalin’s name is never mentioned. The Soviet 
Union is referred to by Chu Teh only once, as having participated 
in the Moscow Conference in 1945—at which time, significantly, 
the Kremlin had agreed to support Chiang Kai-shek. 

Fourth, through every paragraph runs a strong note of fierce 
Chinese nationalism—precisely the kind of nationalism for which 
hundreds of European Communists have lost their lives. Again 
and ‘again this note of “the great new China,” a China at last 
free of foreign domination, crops up. 

Finally, and most significant of all, Mao Tse-tung is pictured 
as a new high priest of “Marxist-Leninist science,” a higher priest, 
by implication, than Joseph Stalin himself. Mao’s great new con- 
tribution to Marxist-Leninism has taken the form of “Mao Tse- 
tung’s theory of the Chinese revolution.” 


This is described as “a new development 
A Develop ment of Marxism-Leninism .., of universal 
significance to the world Communist movement... a new con- 
tribution to the treasury of Marxism-Leninism.” This theory is 
both political and military—but, significantly, more military than 
political. Endless tribute is paid to “the magnificent art of war 
of Chairman Mao,” while the Chinese Communists are rather 
patronizingly instructed, in a single sentence, “also with an open 
mind to study the advanced military science of the Soviet Union.” 
Real Soviet satellites are not encouraged to study anything about 
the Soviet Union “with an open mind.” ; 
All this can be misinterpreted. It does not mean—necessarily— 
an authentic Titoist China is in prospect, nor even that a Titoist 
China, acting on “Mao Tse-tung’s theory of revolution” should 
give grounds for complacency about the future of Asia. But it 
does mean that Communist China’s rulers have ‘served clear 
notice on the Kremlin that Communist China will not be reduced 
to the submissive status of a European satellite without a fierce 
struggle.

Baseball Is an Industry, Too 


NEW YORK—The investigation of the so-called reserve clause of the standard 
baseball contract is a cheesecake exploit by a group of Congressmen who would 
be better employed counting paper clips, a work of equal public importance but 
greater dignity. Baseball is an athletic game and a sport, but it is, nevertheless, 
an industry, and there is no reason why this particular industry should have the 


scheme. 


‘S29 benefit of a special clause in the antitrust law to let it operate a monopolistic 
The confirmation of this exemption as a special privilege of baseball is the purpose of the 


present frivolity. My personal sentiments toward baseball are affectionate, but so are my senti- 
ments toward journalism, and I note that we had an antitrust case in our profession a few years 


ago and lost it, but have been forging upward 
and onward to finer things, nevertheless. 


It does no harm to let the people dream 
that they own baseball and that it is a:na- 
tional treasure like Gene Tunney or the 
Fourth of July, but the magnates are practi- 
cal men who would bring you up short if 
you should try to assert some proprietary 
right. Although amateurs play baseball, 
diminuendo, I regret to say, in college, in the 
schools and on the lots, the rules are made 
by the industry and are altered in fine detail 
from time to time by commercial operators 
for their own ends. 


Ever since 1914, to my knowledge and, possi- 
bly since a little before, the industry has been 
mincing skittishly around the courts to evade 
judgments which its own lawyers feared with the 
morbid despair of counsel who knew they couldn’t 
even cop a plea. The engagement of the late 
Judge K, M. Landis to be “czar” after seven of 
the White Sox had bitten the hand that underfed 
them, was a clever feat of those sly arts which 
the gnarled old illiterates of the World Series 
press coops used to call strategy and psychology. 

The reserve clause is a yellow-dog clause 
whereby the athlete, in his first contract, conveys 
to the hiring corporation, its heirs and assigns for 


10 years hence, the sole right to his services at | 


the employer’s price. Forsaking all others, he 
yields by this indenture true allegiance to the 
“exhibition company” and may be sold for money 
or swapped for a bird dog with a chronic head cold 
to any other firm from Calexico to Brooklyn. In 
theory he must accept whatever wage the corpo- 
ration offers after his first term of employment 
has expired, but actually this condition has been 
moderated by personal relations between the 
player and the front office and by the improve- 
ment of the average player’s intelligence. Nowa- 
days he can “bargain” and the club is unlikely 
to whisper him out as a “radical” or “agitator” 
in unwritten collusion with the rest of the in- 
dustry and set him adrift in the Carolinas or 
Dakotas or the Yankee hamlets with his glove, 
shoes and intimate professional] lingerie all in a 
paper grocery bag. | 

The yellow-dog clause forbade a worker in in- 
dustry to join a union or to authorize anyone but 
himself to bargain for him, failing which he 
would be blacklisted throughout the industry.

“Most people don’t consider the 


fact they are a personality,” the 
dactor says. “I was 35 years old 
before I discovered I had one,” 
he recalled. He believes every 
person has some personality diffi- 
culty. 

He has prepared a questionnaire 
for teachers and one for parents 
to use in analyzing children. The 
analysis is designed to reveal 
“characteristics tending towards 
complications,” thus _ enabling 
counselors to arrest the develop- 
ment of undesirable tendencies. 

He: has also prepared a self- 
rating personality test. One should 
use plus one to plus five for 
“good” traits depending upon de- 
gree in each case, and minus one 
through minus five for “bad” 
traits. 

For a sample, the first 10 good: 
traits are accuracy, adaptability, | 
agreeableness, alertness, altruism, | 
ambition, appreciativeness, calm-. 
ness, candor, capableness. The 
first 10 undesirable traits are ab- 
ruptness, aloofness, arrogance, 
austerity, boastfulness, bossiness,| 
brusqueness, carelessness, child-, 
ishness and clannishness. | 

By adding pluses and subtract- 
ing minuses, one gets a genera] 
idea about his personality. |

‘Construction of the) 
docks to accommodate four major, 
cargo vessels began in January, | 
but it has been slowed because | 
of difficulty “in obtaining steel.| 
Since we definitely will be vital to. 
cefense, I believe our progress in 
building the docks can be stepped 
up soon.” 

James D. Robinson, Jr., of At-, 
lanta, chairman of the State Ports’ 
Authority, pointed out that 75 per-| 
cent of the warehouse will continue | 
to be used for diversified busi-| 
nesses. The Air Force will use only 
25 percent of the space. 

Williams said the 75 percent al- 
ready in use by various business 
firms, or is being reserved for cot- 
ton storage.’

With the _ unprecedented 
prices of food, Georgians, like 
the rest of the nation, may soon 
feel the shortage of the most 
wanted foods, 

But that scarcity can be 
averted, even though there is 
an expanding food requirement 
for the armed forces and rising 
consumer prices. The answer is 
There is, and there 
should be maintained, a reserve 
supply of staple foods large 
enough to meet any crisis that 
May occur.

Among girl graduates both 
high school and college, the 
overwhelming majority of girls, 
as in other years, aim to get 
married and raise families. 
Among the others ambitions 
range from nursing to Jaw, from 


engineering to medicine, from 


writing to music. But there’s a 
new trend in recent years. Ad- 
venture-seeking girls, probably 
influenced by reading or tele- 
vision, are talking about careers 
as girl detectives. 


That raises a question: What 
kind of career is sleuthing for 
a girl? What. are the oppor- 
tunities? What equipment and 
training does a girl need? A 
long-time employer of _ girl 
detectives, The Edward Z, 
Holmes Detective Bureau, Inc., 
in New York has built up over 
the last 30 years a rather rigid 
list of qualifications they look 
for in female applicants. 


Mr. Nolmes, director of a 
training course for detectives, 
says the most important quali- 
fications a girl can have for 
detective work is_ steadiness, 
calmness, and a keen sense\of 
observation. 

“No glamour girls,” he says, 
“they’re too conspicuous, She 
may be fine for spy stories but 
she’s often a handicap on a 
detective’s payroll. A girl detec- 
tive, like her male counterpart, 
must be able to make herself 
unnoticed. She should be aver- 
age in build, dress and appear- 
ance but within her average 
exterior should be a quick- 
working, well-organized mind,” 

As far as training, says Hol- 
mes, she should have at least a 
fair education. High school, and 
preferably a little college. She 
needn’t be a brilliant student 
but she must have the de- 
termination that made her 
stick to even studies that bored 
her. Lots of:her work as a de- 
tective will be dull and mo- 
notonous and she must have 
schooled herself in the ability to 
see a job through once it’s 
started. She needn’t be tough, 
a gun-type, because her* work 
will seldom call for wild-west 
tacties. She must have calm 
nerves and she must be able to 
remain cool at all times. 

“The highly emotional type is 
no good for us,” he says, “nor 
is the unemotional but dumb 
type.” Detective work these 
days, says Holmes, has become 
a very scientific business and a 
girl who wants to enter it must 
determine to apply herself and 
to learn all the rules. There is 
very little danger connected 
with being a girl detective but 
it’s an ideal occupation for a 
girl who wants a job that is 
colorful, interesting, and varied. 
The rut-settling type* won’t 
like it but the gregarious girl is 
usually happy and successful in 
detective work. It’s no good for 
the prima donna because a 
detective to be successful must 
remain anoyrous.

minute facilities for food pres- 
ervation. 

At Blairsville, one‘of the larg- 
est and most thoroughly equip- 
ped centers in the state is lo- 
cated in the High School build- 
ing. It can serve approximately 
a 20-mile area, about 450 farm 
families and about 1,235 farms. 

This center, like others in the 
state, is used principally by 
rural families, but there are a 
great many city folk who 
realize the importance of the 
centers and profit by them. 
Agricultural teachers operate 
the plants. At Blairsville, Walter 
S. Brown is in charge of one of 
the most modern plants in 
Georgia. 


“Our program is _ built 
around the problems of the 
people,” he said, “planning 
and supplying of adequate 
food for the farm family can- 
not be overlooked. By con- 
servative reasoning, a family 
of five will spend from $850 
to $1,250 a year on food. By 
taking advantage of food 
processing centers, the cost 
can almost be cut in half. The 
low income group cannot af- 
ford to buy cannedefood, so 
the answer is to can it while 
the crops are good. Our main 
purpose is to reach more 
people and help them to 
preserve more food.” 


The service offers free in- 
struction to Georgia home- 
makers, whose only outlay is 
the purchase of cans and jars. 
These homemakers either raise 
all the produce (this is mostly 
in the rural sections) or buy it 
from nearby markets. Regard- 
less of whether one buys or 
grows thé food for canning, the 
ultimate result is a lower out- 
lay for eating expenses re- 
gardless of the size of the fami- 
ly. In addition it also provides 
a homemaker with a feeling of 
extra security about the nutri- 
tional welfare of her brood. 

Glass and tin are both avail- 
able for the food processing. 
The glass jar costs three cents, 
may be uséd year after year. 
The tin, good for only one sea- 
son costs eight cents. Break- 
age, one chief drawback to 
glass-jar canning in_ school 
plants has been reduced to prac- 
tically nothing by an air pres- 
sure system and water-cooling 
method, said Brown. 

Assisting Brown in his work 
—the center is open Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday from 7 
a.m, until 6 p. m.—are five vet- 
eran farm training teachers, 
John J. Turner, Jr., John Berry, 
Homer Kimsey, and Edmund 
Hayes, of Blairsville. 

But the problems of a job 
like Brown’s are many. There 
must be the knowledge of up- 


to-date engineering and _ food 
technology; there must be the 
know-how of managing a plant 
and the operation of the new 
labor-saving equipment. But if 
Brown needs help, he can get 
it from the Agricultural Engi- 
neering Division of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia through Harold 
White, the Research Professor. 


“Beans are most plentiful 
now,” said Brown. “Next in 
popularity of foods canned 
are corn, tomatoes and okra. 
Peaches and apples in the 
fruit line have been good this 
season too. On an average 
day we put up from 1,000 to 
2,000 cans.” 


Blairsville and vicinity are 
near the top of the list of com- 
munities taking advantage of 
this free service. Records show 
that during the 1949-50 fiscal 
year in Georgia, 29,919 families 
were served at the scattered 
centers. The number of No. 2

takes on additional meaning and 
value. 

The cannery provides a better 
year around food supply; food 
can be canned easier and faster; 
equipment is available which 
cannot be provided on an in- 
dividual family basis; oppor- 
tunity is afforded to make a 
social contact with neighbors; 
trained teachers give systematic 
instructions; the cost is low; 
little is lost through spoilage; 
confidence is gained in voca- 
tional teachers and the entire 
family can participate in the 
canning process.

Physical fitness of boys and 
girls of Fulton County was 
tested this Summer for the first 
time against national standards 
set up by the Amateur Athletic 
Union of the United States. The 

rogram was sponsored by the 


orthside Kiwanis Club through 
Fulton Recreation department. 


Results showed that our 
young people can pit their 
physical prowess against the 
best in the nation. Four hun- 
dred and thirty passed the rig- 
orous test. Twenty-eight failed.

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_ How to Tell Children About Death 


By MARTHA SMITH 

The phrase about “death and 
taxes” being unavoidable sounds 
amusing until it becomes ‘the 
duty of a parent to explain 
either word. Making a child un- 
derstand “death” is too often 
postponed until adult emotions 
are so closely involved that any 
reasonable explanation seems 
impossible. 

How to explain the last final- 
ity? 

Authorities agree that a child 
should become familiar with 
death and its implications long 
before human loss strikes a 
home. Dr. Ruth Thompson Bar- 
bee, Director of the Family Re- 


lations Institute, points this 
out. She says: 


“Prepare a child for what 
he must face, long before the 
need arises. Pets die, a broken 
doll leaves an opening for the 
conscientious parent to give 
him an idea of the finality of 
death. Discussions at the fam- 
ily grave plot lead to casual, 
vet serious conversations about 
death.” 


“What does it mean to die?” 
is a question most parents have 
to answer sooner or late. The 
Rev. Harry Tisdale, rector of 
Holy Trinity Church, suggests: 

“There is a sentence in the 
Episcopal burial service that is 
a natural way to explain to 
children what it means to die. 
The quotation goes ‘Man that 
is born of woman... cometh 
up and is cut down like a 
flower.’ Children. see flowers

Explaining about death de- 
mands long-range planning 
on the part of parents. In- 
formation, discussions, ex- 
planations ahead of time pave 
the way for an easier time 
for children and adults when 
tragedy strikes. 


Psychologists. remind that a 
child’s memory is short .. . he 
will miss the departed member, 


. whether it’s a pet or a relative. 


But he will forget, much sooner 
than adults think. It’s important, 
too, that parents remember how 
much adult emotions affect a 
child’s reactions. In time of 
grief, as on other occasions, a 
child who sees his parents con- 
trolled and adult in their emo- 
tions will mimic their move- 
ments. Parents who are uncon- 
trolled -can expect their chil- 
dren to react likewise. 


Answer the questions of your 
children about death. Answer 
them truthfully, so far as you 
can, and answer them as fre- 
quently as the questions arise. 
Let him know above all that the 
loved one who’s dead will live 
forever in the hearts of those 
left behind. 

To make his grief easier to 
bear, share it. To be alone with 
sorrow sears the soul, whether 
it’s childish or adult. Sharing 
helps to heal. Death must come, 
but with it let there be under- 
standing.

Pure hues in large areas are 
either overstimulating or de- 


pressing. Choose diluted or neu- 
tralized Warm colors for the 
large areas such as walls and 
rugs because they are only 
mildly ‘stimulating.
